LONDON (CPI) — Princess Margaret gave birth 
today to her first child, a boy who is fifth in line of suc­ 
cession 
to the British 
throne.

Princess Margaret, 31-year-old 
younger sister of Queen Elizabeth 
apparently had a short labor and 
easy delivery. She and her hus­

went 
home to mother only Thursday 
night. And the child was born 
at 10:45 a m . (5:45 a.m. EST) at 
the Clarence House residence of 
Queen Mother Elizabeth. 


An o f f i c i a l announcement 
posted outside the royal residence 
about an hour after the birth said 
the princess “was safely delivered 
of a son” and added that “both 
mother and baby are well.” 


Size Not Disclosed 


There was no immediate indica­ 
tion of the weight or size of the 
baby, details which a spokesman 
said would be disclosed later. 


However, it was reported the 
| baby was small — about six 
pounds. Small babies seem to run 
in the royal family. Margaret 
herself weighed six pounds, 
ll 
ounces at birth. 


There also was no immediate 
announcement of a name for the 
child, who is technically a com­ 
moner, although he will automa­ 
tically have the courtesy title of 
Viscount Linley from his father. 


The little princess apparently 
had less trouble than her lister 
with childbirth. 


The Queen is reported to have 
had long and difficult labors with 
her three children — P r i n c e 
Charles. 13, Princess Anne, ll, 
and Prince Andrew, 21 months. 
These three and Margaret herself 
are in line for the throne before 
the child born today.

The United States began a high speed program today to prepare for the re­ 
sumption of nuclear testing in the atmosphere, if President Kennedy deems it ne­ 
cessary. 
Within hours after the President announced the orders yesterday, tin* U.S. 
Atomic Energy Commission reported the Soviet Union had set off two more nu­ 
clear explosions at its Arctic testing ground. 
Since breaking a three - year 
m oratorium on tests Sept. I, the 
Russians have set off an average 
of at least one nuclear explosion 
every other day—two of them in 
the super megaton category'.
